ALBANIAN UPRISING 


REGARDED AS SERIOUS

Constantinople. April 1.—D etails of

disturbances

A lbania 
show th a t the revolt which has broken 
out there ag ain st the reform schem e 
of the pow ers is a very serious one. 
Several thousand arm ed A lbanians su r­ 
rounded the town of V ucsteen M arch 
29 and dem anded the surrender of the 
11 Servian gendarm es who had enlisted 
in accordance with the reform plans. 
The governor surrendered the Servians, 
who were bound and taken to prison, 
after having been m altreated. 
A num ­ 
ber of the Servia% inhabitants and 
bands of A lbanians later surrounded 
M itrovitza, and serious fighting en­ 
sued w ith the Turkish garrison, consist­ 
ing of 3,000 troops. 
The fighting con­ 
tinued until M arch 30, when the Al­ 
banians 
finally 
were 
repulsed 
wlt'h 
great loss. 
H eavy reinforcem ents have 
been ordered from the V ilayet of Aedin, 
Asia Minor, and other places to the 
scene of the outbreak in order to sup­ 
press the rebellion.

As P resident Roosevelt alighted from 
his carriage, he w as Joined by Secretary 
H itchcock, and they w alked down the 
platform arm in arm ,

stopping now and then to greet friends. 
H e w as attired in 
a black 
cutaw ay 
coat, d ark striped trousers and wore a 
black ‘felt hat. 
He w as in the best of

about the trip.

THE COAL STRIKE AWARD 
T 


H E ANTHRACITE strike commission has finally pre­ 
sented Its report to the president, 
it is an exhaus­ 
tive document, the decision itself covering S7 pages 
o f printed matter. 
In this award both parties to the conflict are given 
consideration. A general increase of 10 per cent in wages 
dating back to last October is given to the miners with 
some decrease In time; a sliding scale, with a minimum 
wage, is provided for; there is to be no discrimination 
either by mine owners or miners on account of member­ 
ship or non-membership in a labor union; the award 
shall continue in force until March 31,1906, and meanwhile 
any and all disputes are to be settled by a permanent 
board of arbitration made up of employers and employes. 
This, in brief, is the substance of the decision, and it 
w ill generally be hailed as just and equitable. 
The miners in the coal regions were undoubtedly re­ 
ceiving wages that were too low, and their hours of 
employm ent were too long. 
This fact is recognized. 
On the other hand, the employers of labor are given 
that which to them is an absolute necessity to a success­ 
ful business enterprise, to-wit: an assurance that their 
men w ill continue at work for a definite period, and that 
they w ill not quit their employment because of a griev­ 
ance, within the specified time. 
The matter of unionism also is discussed, but no award 
or opinion is given. 
The mines are, therefore, to be con­ 
sidered “open,” where union or non-union men may work 
with no discrimination against either. 
This is a funda­ 
mental principle of liberty, and will be recognized as fair 
and just by the great majority of American citizens. 
Upon this commission were a company of able, capable, 
disinterested American citizens. If the coal operators had 
their partisans, the miners had theirs also, but the ma­ 
jority of the board were absolutely disinterested and im ­ 
partial. 
Their findings in this case may be accepted by 
the parties to the controversy as w ell as by the people of 
the country at large as honorable and just to all con­ 
cerned. 
They are entitled to the thanks of people every­ 
where for the fairness and the earnestness with which they 
have entered into and accomplished their arduous task.

The only important member of the 
menagerie that was lost during the

young elephants were added to the herd 
during the stay abroad. They came 
from India. One of the domestic breed 
was added when Colona gave birth to 
a son in Paris. 
This is said to be the third elephant 
that has been born in captivity. 
The elephants behaved pretty well in 
rehearsal except when a white rat ran 
on to Gypso’s trunk. 
He shook hi3 
mammoth head, trumpeting and threw 
the rat over Into the herd. The rat was 
half dead, but every elephant turned 
tail, and blowing and trumpeting in 
a way that fairly made the building 
shake, they kicked at it with their pon­ 
derous hind feet and tramped on it 
until scarcely a piece of fur was left. 
The elephants, the keepers said, anted 
that way whenever a rat came near 
them, for they feared that it would get 
into their trunk. 
One of the side show curiosities this 
year will be an apparatus for testing the 
relative pulling strength of animals. It 
will register the power of anything 
from an elephant 10 a rabbit.—(New 
York Sun.

“T he first requirem ent is health and 
a rich reserve’ of stren g th . 
I do not 
m ean the stren g th of the railw ay por 
ter, but the v itality w hich enables one 
to recoup rapidly a fter an exhausting 
bout of w ork. 
W om en of good consti­ 
tutions are m ore elastic in recovering 
th an men. B ut elasticity is not enough. 
T here m ust be staying power. It w on't 
do to suffer from headaches, or to feel 
easily exhausted.” 
Given health, then 
says M rs. C raw ford: “ Learn typew rit­ 
ing. 
T here is no b etter friend to the 
jo u rn alist 
an d 
th e eye-w ork p rin ter 
th an the typew riter, w hich is in v alu ­ 
able to thoge y h o have few opportuni 
ties to corraitithoir¡proofs. More type­ 
w riters and few er pianos! ’ 


R egarding success, she p ertinently 
says: 


“T he g reat school for th e journalist, 
m an or w om an, is life, and tne g reat 
secret of success, pegging aw ay. i\o th - 
ing th a t it concerns the w orld to know 
of should, be rejected as com m on or u n ­ 
clean. 
T he philosophy of w hat th a t 
voice said in the vision of Sim on P eter 
has been overlooked. 
As th ere should 
be no weed for the botanist, no d irt for 
the chem ist, so there should be nothing 
com m on or unclean for the jo u rn alist.” 
And then M rs. C raw ford adds: “The 
w om an jo u rn alist should n o t seek, any 
m ore th a n th e m an, to be on the crest 
of high waves, b u t to be ready for 
them , and w hen caught up on them , 
to tru s t to th e ir landing h er on high 
ground. 
One sex is 
ju s t 
as well 
adapted for these high crests as the 
other. 
E very v irtu e th a t becom es a 
m an, becom es a w om an yet m ore.” 


A t a tim e w hen opinions of another 
so rt are som etim es expressed, the op­ 
tim istic view s of one of th e m ost dis­ 
tinguished of wom en jo u rn alists are 
w orth rescuing from oblivion. 
T his is 
w hat Mrs. C raw ford says of m ind and 
courage—and adaptability: 


“M ind and courage m ay be needful 
qualities in th e ups and downs of a 
press career. 
It is im possible to em ­ 
phasize too strongly the practical use­ 
fulness of cu ltiv atin g the m oral quali­ 
ties—th is feeling (w hich should not bo 
d em onstrative) and m oral sense to pro­ 
long into old age bodily and m ental 
vigor. 
The address and knack w hich 
lighten labor are certainly to be sought 
a fter; and in youth th e r&in is to be 
given to the passion for perfect literal”* 
form. 
B ut m oral stren g th is the life 
of life. 
A daptability is an ever-neces- 
sary quality for th e jo u rn alist. 
The 
best w ay to acquire it is to become a t 
all tim es a slave to duty, w hich in p rin ­ 
ciple Is im m utable, b u t the application 
of w hich is continually v ary in g .”

How to Punish Bad Husbands. 


Club women who are conscientious as 
to their duty to the community are re­ 
spectfully asked to consider the possi­ 
bilities embraced in a recent letter writ­ 
ten by a clergyman to a woman's club 
ot his city, in which he earnestly begs 
them to devise some effective practical 
means for punishing: bad husbands. But 
what are abad husbands? 
As a basis

cently divorced by his wife because he 
insisted upon her adherence to a. vege­ 
tarian diet, for which she had no fancy, 
rbeins a carnivorous womajj.

ALBANIAN UPRISING 


REGARDED AS SERIOUS

Constantinople, April 1.—Details of 
the disturbances in North Albania 
show, that the revolt which has broken 
ou( ihere against the 'reform scheme 
of the powers Is a very serious one 
Several thousand armed Albanians sur- 
rounded ..the town of Vucsteen March 
29 and demanded the surrender of the 
11 Servian:gendarmes who had enlisted 
in accordance with the reform plans, 
The governor surrendered the Servians, 
who were bound and taken to prison, 
after having been maltreated. 
A num- 
ber of the Servian^ inhabitants and 
bands of Albanians later surrounded 
Mitrovitza, and serious fighting en- 
sued with the Turkish garrison, consist- 
ing of 3,000 troops. The fighting con- 
tinued until March 30, when the Al- 
banians finally were repulsed with 
great loss. Heavy reinforcements have 
been ordered from the Vilayet of Aedln, 
Asia Minor, and other places to the 
scene of the outbreak in order to sup- 
press the rebellion. 
The Albanian' rising has caused a 


panic among the Christians of old Ser- 
via, who are fleeing toward Servia, 
A panto has occurred at Frilep in 


consequence of the growing fanaticism 
of the Albanians against the Chris- 
tians. 
The latter have closed their 


shops and schools and are preparing 
to seek.refuge at Monastir. Numbers 
of Christians have been murdered in 
the Prllep 'district during the last few 
days.'

As President Roosevelt alighted from 
his carriage, he was joined by Secretary 
Hitchcock, and they walked down the 
platform arm in arm, the president 
stopping no.w and then to greet friends. 
He was attired lit a black cutaway 
coat, dark striped trousers and wore a 
black felt hat. He was in the best of 
spirits, and chatted enthusiastically 
about the trip. 


No member of the'president's, imme- 


diate famtly, except his sister, 
Mrs. 


Cowles, was at the station, Mrs. Roose- 
velt, and the young children being down 
the Chesapeake bay on the Mayflower, 
and Miss Alice In Porto Rico. Several 
members of the cabinet, including Sec- 
retaries Cortelyou, Wilson and Hitch- 
cook, were present. The president and 
Secretary Cortelyou chatted

minutes, the president expressing his 
regret that the secretary was not to 
accompany him.

He was the only mem- 
ber of the diplomatic corps 'who went 
to the depot to see tbje president off, and 
the president greeted him most cor- 
dially, telling him that he greatly ap- 
preciated the courtesy.

WORST BREAK IN HISTORY 


OF THE LEVEE SYSTEM. 


By Associated Press, 


Greenville, Miss., March 27.—A vol- 


ume of water 16 feet deep and over 600 
feet in width is 
pouring 
steadily 


through n crevasse in the levee five 
miles south of here, and is flooding 
thousands of acres of the finest farm- 
ing laud in the celebrated Yazoo delta. 
The break in the levee occurred at 11 
o'clock this morning and the roar of 
the rushing waters can easily be heard 
in Greenville. 
Only 200 feet of the 


embankment gave way at first, and a 
mighty effort was made by hundreds of 
laborers in-charge of the government 
engineers to check the flood by crib- 
bing and sacking, but It was soon ap- 
parent that It was beyond human power 
to successfully combat the resistless 
fury of the current. An hour later it 
was seen that the ends of the levee on 
either side of the crevasse were melt- 
ing fast as though it was built of sand. 


Whn the-first report of the break 


reached this city many people began 
to collect their valuable and held them- 
selves In readiness to move away at 
a moment's notice. Tonight the back 
water has reached this city, but it is 
believed there is no danger here from 
the flood, as the water will pass rapid- 
ly to the southward. It is stated that 
the break is unquestionably the worst 
in the history of the levee system. 


Reports from the Interior are very 


meager, but it is believed th'e people 
were fully prepared for a break, and the 
loss of life, if any, will be reduced to a 
minimum, though the damage to plan- 
tations and stock may be quite heavy.

"He looks delicate, but if his health 
lasts he'll do." His life has been so 
Simple that the surface has given no 
hint of anything unique in the under- 
current, though there has been much to 
distinguish him from other "country 
lawyers." Owing chiefly to his disin- 
clination to acquire a large fortune, 
and his shrinking from public auen- 
tion, his strenuous work has brought 
him only the average compensation. 
He is a man of home rather than the 
world, and his ambition centers about 
his four sons and their prospects.

In considering the disposition to be 


made of appropriation bills, much op- 
position has been aroused against any 
cut In the allowance of $265,000 for the 
state Insane asylum. 
The institution 
is crowded to its utmost capacity and 
its buildings are inadequate to cure for 
scores of insane patients who are being 
detained in county hospitals and jails 
throughout the state..

The $265,000 will be barely sufficient 
to make absolutely necessary improve- 
ments. 
There are about 300 patients 


In county Institutions who are kept at 
ari expense of about $175 dally. A new 
cottage for men is needed, and the 
woman's building has not been com- 
pleted. When these two improvements 
are made, it will be possible for the 
asylum to accommodate most of the pa- 
tients now in county institutions; and 
save the state a heavy expense. There 
are about 600 Insane patients under the 
care of the state, which Is the state's 
heaviest tax, but compared with ap- 
propriations allowed' asylums in other 
sections for the same number of pa- 
tients, deducting the cost of buildings, 
the $265,000 is declared to be a very 
small amount

present are perfectly, satisfactory, and 
he objected to there being any changes 
made which would complicate the laws 
and.make them harder to understand. 
Mr. Kelly, who is a practical mining 
man, said: 
"If this bill is passed it 


will be an infamous outrage on the peo- 
ple qf Colorado." Dr. Paul declared 
that the fundamental principles of the 
bill were all right, but that the bill could 
be altered to be much better. Mr. 
Whyte claimed the bill was unconsti- 
tutional, as it levies a tax on mine own- 
ers for drainage and leaves an opening 
for litigation. He was in favor of the 
adoption of senate bill No. 99, which 
many others thought to be better. Mr. 
Slawson's bill was killed. 
Senate bill No. 185. by Senator Tay- 


lor. This is the bill providing for the 
appointment of five division irrigation 
engineers. Governor Peabody has been 
waiting for its passage to appoint en- 
gineers under the provisions of this 
bill. The bill provides for an exam- 
ination of engineers before appoint- 
ment to ascertain if they are qualified. 
The bill passed and will receive the 
approval of Governor Peabody. 
At the afternoon session senate bill 


No. 99 by Senator Roberts, concern- 
ing the exercise of the right of eminent 
domain by mining tunnel companies 
was approved by committee of the 
whole. Senator McGuire's bill in rela- 
tion to the insurance department of the 
state was .approved. 
The bill defining the powers and du- 
ties of juries by Senator Campbell was 
also approved. 
' 
Seldomridge's Bill. 


A bill by Senator Seldomridge caused 


considerable discussion. It is an amend- 
ment to the present law, and provides 
heavier penalties for tho stealing of ore. 
There' was considerable opposition to 
the amendment because it was said to 
open .the way for railroading men to the 
penitentiary. Then the penalties pro-, 
vided by the amendment were said to 
be excessive, so much so In fact that 
in many instances guilty people would 
go entirely unpunished, because of their 
not deserving such severe punishment.

This is for vesting the county school 
superintendent with power to audit 
school bills or warrants. , 
Election of Senators. 
Mr. Breckenridge had one of the bills 


which was killed. It provided for the 
instruction of senators and representa- 
tives of the general assembly as to the 
election of United States senators, and 
provides penalties for disobeying the 
instructions. 
The senate finance committee held a 


meeting last night in the senate cham- 
ber for discussion on the Meserve bill 
to appropriate $60,000 for the construc- 
tion of state canal No. 1. The comr 
mittee announced that the bill would 
be reported out without delay. Several 
advocates and opponents of the bill 
were heard, but it is the general im- 
pression around the state house that 
the bill will receive an unfavorable re- 
port. It is said that the canal would 
cost more than it would be worth. As- 
sistant State Engineer Field thought It 
would not be wise to put $50,000 of state 
money into the project. He stated that 
private capital • had -turned It down, be- 
lieving the proposition was impractica- 
ble.

TO BUILD RAILROAD 


AND ETXEND OPERATIONS. 


J. R. McKinnie of this city arid_ asso- 


ciates, who are interested in tho beet- 
sugar industry quite extensively, are 
planning to build a railroad in the 
northern portion of Colorado to connect 
the sugar-beet fields with the factories 
at different points. A road has already 
been built around Loveland fields con- 
necting with the factory at that point.. 
This road is 18 miles long and will 
probably be extended to other tributary 
fields this summer. It is the Intention 
of the promoters of the project to jifwi 
up new lands for the cultivation of 
beets and for the development of the 
sugar industry. 


It has been found from experience 


that railroads are almost a necessity 
'to the Industry in making the trans- 
portation cost cheap enough to ma.ke 
the cultivation of the beets profitable. 


The projected line will, if built, event- 


ually take in such towns as Longmont, 
Fort Collins, Sterling, Brush and other 
points and their tributary fields, thus 
opening up ^arge tracts of land which 
are now. unavailable, owing to their 
distance from the factories. 


The proposed work is to be done 


under the charter of the Great Western 
Railroad company, which owns the IS 
miles of track already built, and is 
expected'to eventually reach Denver. 


The president of that company is now 


in Cuba and the general manager has 
just gone east for the purpose of ex- 
ploiting the plan. 


It is the plan of Mr. McKinnie and his 


Denver associates to greatly extent] 
their operations in the beet-sugar in- 
dustry, and the new railroad is only 
one of several projects they are pro- 
moting.

Murphy witness said there were five or 
six men in' the assaulting party. He 
showed a bad scar above his right eye- 
jrow and the marks of wounds on the 
scalp, in reply to the attorney's ques- 
tion If any marks were left upon him. 
He had not been at work since the 
assault.

E F. Perry, working In the sampling 


department since March 17, 1902, fol- 
lowed." He receives $2 a day. Worked 
throughout the strike and was not mo- 
lested except one the 16th of February. 
On that evening he was proceeding 
toward the mill when he found a group 
of strikers who told him of trouble at 
the pump house. While talking with 
them a man attempted to cross the 
line. He was overtaken and knocked 
down. "The men told me I shouldn't 
go in. I told them I was not particular 
that evening, as I was not intending to 
work, but I should go to my work In the 
morning. If they stopped me I would 
not go in, I said. I would go as far aa 
I could." 


The witness said the man knocked 


down was named Harner. He (the wit- 
ness) had seen men coming toward him 
and had run. Attorney Murphy's ques- 
tions about his Imagination and un- 
founded fears did not worry him. 


He was questioned closely about the 


suspicious party he had seen. 
"Not 
knowing they intended you 


harm, only imagining it, you reported 
them, doing innocent men an injus- 
tice?" asked the attorney. 
"I didn't report It at the mill; only 


spoke of It to a party or two. I wag 
afraid to go home and the night watch- 
man went with me." 
Witness said the men on the line 
that day told him he was justified in 
his belief the four men who intercepted 
him meant harm. 
He was asked why he had left the 


service of the company. He replied he 
had had a. disagreement with jne of 
the shift bosses. He had not sjult be- 
cause of dissatisfaction. 
Fritz Rother Examined. 
Fritz Rother, living at 929 Jefferson, 


Colorado City, an 
employe of 
the 


Standard plant in the roasting depart- 
ment for the past four years, stated he 
received $2.75 for eight hours' work. He 
had no complaint to make against the 
company nor did he know of any com- 
plaints of fellow workmen. 
He told 


of an assault upon him as follows: 


"When I turned the corner of Tenth 
street on the avenue, I saw three men 
come up from the entrance. We ex- 
changed jrreetings. They said: 'Don't 
go over to the mill tonight; there's 
going to be trouble.' There was trouble 
right there. One hit me on the nose; 
another on the ear." 
"Knocked you down?" 
"They did." 
"Were you unconscious?" 
"Yes. 
"When I came to I said, 'Boys, you 


oughtn't to do this; you know we've got 
to work to keep our 
families 
and 


places.' They said, 'That's what we are 
trying to do.' Their idea seemed to be 
to keep me from work.

At first the news seemed 
too good to be true, but shortly after 
the first rumor several prominent busi- 
ness men received word officially, con- 
firmed by both sides of the controversy, 
and'as .soon as It was noised around it 
was the signal for a terrific uproar.

city hall. Shortly after people congre- 
gated on Bennett avenue and com- 
menced to fire off guns and large can- 
non crackers. 
Red lights were also 


burned, making it far more of a cele- 
bration than any Fourth of July ever 
witnessed In this part of the state. 


Men and women seemed wild with ex- 


citement, knowing wh^; It meant to 
have the strike settled and up to a late 
hour they are still celebrating. 
En- 


thusiasm reached its highest pitch in 
Victor. The people on the streets took 
about the same way of showing their 
appreciation of the good news as in 
Cripple Creek, but In addition all of the 
whistles on the properties have been 
blowing.' for several 
hours and three 


bands have paraded the streets making 
a continuous uproar. 
The settlement 


meant even more to Victor than it did 
to any other place In the district, as 
many of the miners live and own their 
homes there. 
Business men and miners alike feel 


justly proud of. the part the Business 
Men's committee from both cities, espe- 
cially from Victor, have taken in set- 
flins the controversy, bringing the op- 
posing parties together time after time. 
Many believe that the settlement was 
made greatly through the unceasing 
efforts of these gentlemen and theywlll 
never be forgotten by the people of 
Teller county. 


Several of the larger properties which 


ihave been closed for the past 10 days' 
have ordered their men to report for 
work at S o'clock tomorrow morning, 
•and it can be positively stated that ev- 
ery property closed-on account of the 
mill trouble will be cunning In full blast 
by Thursday morning.

bar employed in the district It meant a, 
cut-out of one third of the men em- 
ployed in the camp.

HE legislative lobbyist is. everywhere, a pestiferous 


unbearable nuisance which no legislative body 
should tolerate. 
The Colorado legislature some 


time since was obliged to remonstrate with one of these 
cheeky individuals for walking about the legislative halls 
while the assembly was In session, and without so much 
as deigning to remove his hat 
Ho was thereupon ex- 


cluded from the chamber. 


Now the New York senate has been obliged to take 


similar action. "Lobbyists were overrunning the building 
to such an extent as to seriously Interfere with business. 
Hence the senate decided to go into executive session, 
posting guards at all the entrances. Even approach to 
the chamber was refused. The senators were determined 
that the lobbyists should not know what members were 
making trouble for them. 


In these days of tricks and combines and deals, there 


are almost as many lobbyists as there are legislators, and 
an honest, conscientious assemblyman is annoyed almost 
beyond measure by the impertinent importunities of these 
self-seeking politicians. 
A stringent law which would 


effectually bar them from state capltols is badly needed. 


PRIVATE GRAFTS IN THE ASSEMBY.

HE MENACE of the present general assembly is the 


great number of private little appropriation bills 
which have been Introduced. There is scarcely a 


county in the state but has secured through its represen- 
tative from ?1,000 to $50,000 in the form of an appropria- 
tion for building a wagon road, bridging a stream, con- 
structing a canal or a reservoir or a tunnel. 


Thero appears to be a combination among the mem- 


bers of the house to see to it that each other's bills are 
put through. The result is, that the general appropria- 
tions for state Institutions and meritorious bills like that 
for the St." Louis exposition are scaled down beyond all 
right or reason.

THE COAL STRIKE AWARD 


T 


HE ANTHRACITE strike commission has finally pre- 


sented Its report to the president. It is an exhaus- 
tive document, the decision itself covering 87 pagos 


of printed; matter. 


In this award both parties to the conflict are given 


consideration. .A general increase of 10 per cent in wages 
dating back to last October is given to the miners with 
some decrease in time; a sliding scale, with a minimum 
wage, is provided for; there is to be no discrimination 
either by mine owners or miners on account of member- 
ship1 or •non-membership in a labor union; the award 
shall continue In force until March 31,1906, and meanwhile 
any and all disputes are to be settled by a permanent 
board of arbitration made up of employers and employes. 


This, In brief, is the substance of the decision, and it 


will generally be hailed as-.just and equitable. 


The miners in the coal regions were undoubtedly re- 


ceiving wages that were too low, and their hours of 
employment were too long. This fact is recognized. 


On the other hand, the employers of labor are given 


.that which to them is an absolute necessity to a success- 
ful business enterprise, to-wlt: an assurance that their 
men will continue at work for a definite period, and that 
they will not quit their employment because of a griev- 
ance, within the specified time. 


The matter of unionism also is discussed, but no award 


or opinion is glten. The mines are, therefore, to be con- 
sidered "open," where union or non-union men may work 
with no discrimination, against either. This is a funda- 
mental/principle of liberty, and will be recognized as fair 
and Just by the great majority of American citizens. 


Upon thte'coininisslpn were a company of able, capable, 


disinterested American citizens. If the coal operators hut 
their partisans, the,miners had theirs also, but the ma- 
jority of the board were absolutely disinterested and im- 
partial. Their findings In this case may be accepted by 
the parties to,the controversy as well as by the people of 
the country at large as honprable and Just to all con- 
cerned. They are entitled to the thanks of people every- 
where for the fairness and the earnestness with/which they 


entered into and accomplished their arduous task

Johnson of Boston gave "The Answer 
of Newspaper Row." 
The experience 


of the reporter, he said, shows that 
sooner or later in this world slit will 
meet its just punishment. Incidentally, 
he contended that the churches and the 
public should aid the newspaper man 
in every possible way to get the news, 
instead of Placing obstacles in his path, 
and paid a high compliment to the 
newspaper as a moral agent In the 
community. Mr. Johnson took for his 
text the words, "For the Wages of Kin 
Is Death," and said,in part: 
"There are a great many people in 


this world who care more for the tooth- 
ache than they do for a disease of the 
spirit. They have the same Interest In 
their own spirits that they have in a 
discussion of the question whether the 
moon 1ms an atmosphere, and the sor- 
rows of their spirits move them as much 
as the sorrows of their deceased ances- 
tors. 


"I would tonight that I might per- 
suade man and women of the reality of 
the danger of sin, and in order to do BO 
I am going to take you to Newspaper 
row and ask you to take the testimony 
direct or indirect Of men who deal with 
human life every day and who see it on 
its seamy side, and who know the le- 
sults of Bin. I have at one time in my 
life for a few months been connected 
with-a newspaper, and I have been as- 
sociated with newspaper men ever since 
I have been in the ministry, rather inti- 
mately, and so I am telling you what 
they give us an answer to the question 
'What is Sin?',. 
. 
"They tell us indirectly that sin Is-a 
dangerous thing In Its results. Some- 
times they sa-- so directly. I was talk- 
Ing yesterday, with a ' newspaper • re- 
porter, and I^out this auestlon to him, 
whether in his,experience men and wo- 
men w ho committed »}n ever really t.f>r 
cape some soit of punishment'! and ho 
answered immedlattely that sooner or 
later murder will out, awthat, B0 j4r 


as his judgment and observation went, 
sin is dangerous, us a practical matter. 
In Its results in this world. 
"And tliKii the newspapers also an- 
swer this question indirectly because 
they make sin dangerous. Suppose some 
man of respectability, so far as his con- 
nections are concerned, commits some 
crime or some deed of unclearillness in 
this city. What do the newspapers do? 
They write the history of the deed In its 
most revolting -and minute details on 
the sky, so that the street gamin may 
read It, so that the whole city discusses 
it. It Is known in'London and Paris. 
Tears'and pleadings are all in vain, fre- 
quently. The pleadings, of wives and 
children and brothers that their fair 
name may be dragged in the dust if the 
revelation is made are generally in 
vain. 


"If a man commits a sin the news- 
papers are likely to get hold of it. I 
don't kno\v what Is the cause of the in- 
stinct in the reporter, but he generally 
knows it. The crow that files over the 
field is likely tq find anything Interest- 
Ing, 
and the newspaper reporter will 
also find it. He Is persistent, he is de- 
termined ,to make a 'scoop,' as he calls 
it. He is determined to get ahead of the 
police force 'if it is possible for him to 
do so. Some of us have had experience. 
There are some people who have found 
a hard experience in keeping news f rpm 
the reporter. For. myself, I have made 
up my mind that It is a hopeless task, 
and I am of the opinion that churches 
ought to invite newspaper reporters, in 
their business meetings, to the front 
seat and .give ithem the best chair and 
table arid sharpen their pencils arid put 
them in good humor. Depend upon it, 
they will get the news, right or wrong. 
If they don't get it right, they will draw 
it out of their Imagination, and put 
your picture in the paper, "besides, I 
have been a newspaper reporter myself, 
and I know how It is done,

Another result is recorded by S. A. K. 
Strahan in his "Marriage and Disease." 
"In that country (Norway), in 1825, 
the spirit duty was removed, and, con- 
sequently, intemperance at once began 
to increase alarmingly among the yfio- 
ple. The result—or father one of the 
results—of this was, that-during tUe 
first 10 years fpllowlng this, regrettable 
event, insanity increased among tho 
Norwegians 60 per cent. 
This .was, 


perhaps, to be expected under the, cir- 
cumstances; but no 
one .. anticipated 


that the 'increase of congenital idiocy 
among the children born, during the 
sameflxlecenntal period would amount, 
an it did, to"i50 per cent." 


The causes of intemperance are too 


numerous to more than mention here: 
heredity, environment, bad labor condi- 
tions, bad cooking, and the inadequacy 
of places for the satisfaction of the 
social instinct and wholesome amuse- 
ment and diversion. 


Closely allied to intemperance as a 


cause and perpetuatOr of poverty is 
immorality, of .which Mr. Warner says 
(p. 66): "The small number of cases of 
poverty directly attributable to this fac- 
tor in no wise reflects, its Importance 
as either a direct or a predisposing 
cause of destitution. Careful observers 
believe it to be a more constant and 
fundamental cause of degeneration than 
intemperance.. It certainly effects de- 
generation of a more or less pronounced 
type in a much larger number of per- 
sons. It persists almost to 'the*.end. in 
the most degenerate stock, while at the 
same time it is operative among the 
healthier classes," 


WU« Desertion. 
One of the recent developments alone 


this line is wife desertion, which is be- 
coming so frequent as to necessitate 
careful investigation and radical treat 
ment. My Conclusion is that it is more 
common in the west than the east.

may so easily wander from place to 
place, with the industrial emancipation 
of women, ' the employment of child 
labor, and with the sympathetic but 
short-sighted' charity which cares for 
a deserted wife so lavishly, that the 
neighbor upon whom marital responsi- 
bilities press heavily, is tempted to 
leave, feeling assured that his family 
will be provided for^perhaps better 
than ho could do. About ton years ago 
the percentage of pauperism due to de- 
sertion as given by the charity organi- 
zation societies was 7. 


Of all the causes which directly' oner- 


ate to bring the poor below self-sup- 
port, sickness takes the lead. 
The 


average percent given by charity or- 
ganization societies is 23. Since this 
is true of tho poor in their homes it 
must be even more operative on alms- 
house and other institutional cases. 
Tho reasons for illness are not far to 
seek: naturally less vigorous consti- 
tutions, the housing conditions with 
their inadequate provisions for sanita- 
tion, fresh air, recreation and general 
cleanliness, unwholesome occupations 
for the wage earners, ignorance of hy- 
giene or the 
necessity 
for medical 


treatment at the proper time, no knowl- 
edge of food values or cooklng.^intem- 
perance of all kinds. 


Treated all too briefly these are the 


main factors in the production of pov- 
erty and pauperism. Surely a situa- 
tion so complex that one dare not at- 
tempt to interfere in its operations 
without careful investigation of causes, 
and humble, patient consideration of 
the probable Influences 
of 
remedial 


measures. 
. 


The'problem has already been at- 


tacked in many 
places with marked 


success, Qctavia Hill In London demon 
strated tho possibility ot abolishing a 
slum street by repairing houses, fur- 
nishing adequate provisions for clean- 
liness, and by the influence of her own 
earnest, helpful personality on the res- 
idents, Jacob Rtis in New *ork has 
been hammering away at the tenements 
to let in the sun and playgrounds 
until at last Mulberry Bend is no 
niore and the future is bright wan 
prpmise. Labor and capital are dally

Not only are orphaned 
little ones no longer allowed to grow 
upj in alnishouses which practically in- 
sured their pauperization, but in those 
communities and societies which have 
dealt with their care for the longest 
periods and have watched results most 
constantly, oven the Home Is being 
done away with as unfitted to develop 
the individuality of each child and in- 
corporate it into the normal life of the 
community. Institution homes doubt- 
less provide, food, shelter, cleanliness, 
regularity for their wards adequately. 
Communities, and especially the man- 
agers and. donors, are apt to point with 
pride to a well-ordered home and the 
meek, jittle ginghamed inmates; but 
how can children—and we must re- 
member that these children begin life 
with a handicap—how' can these chil- 
dren gain a rational conception of life, 
of the great, complex world they must 
enter? How shall they know the value 
of money, to whom all things are sup- 
plied as by magic; of thrift, who never 
see anything but supply equal to de- 
mand; of sacrifice, who live by ma- 
chine; of ingenuity, when all is done 
for .them?" In every larnily, more- 
over, there arc persons of all ages. 
Children learn 
much 
from contact 


with older minds of knowledge, obli- 
gation, humility, and are inspired to 
emulation; by contact with the younger 
members ot< the family come gentle- 
ness, patience, benevolence. 


No Homo spelled with a capital can 


possibly! be so good for a child as an 
even fairly good home spelled with a 
little letter, it is surprising to know 
how many families are'glad to adopt 
these little wanderers. 
Wh«n not 


adopted, the most progressive societies 
are paying their board until they are 
about 12 years old, after which their 
service is considered equal to their 
cost. The greatest care is exercised in 
the selection of homes and a system of 
visitation and correspondence is car- 
ried on through the employment ol 
men and women fitted-tor this work, 
to, insure,'good treatment ot .the chil- 
dren, By this method the, solitary arc 
set in families and grow, up as in- 
tegral, parts of their, communities with

Relief Is ouly 
i sinall part of the work of charity, 
hough few people have grasped the 
spiritual significance of life with suf- 
Icient clearness to realize this. Ex- 


"interim" or "emergency" relief, 


no aid should be given without careful 
nvestigation by a trained investigator, 
as skillful, kindly and thorough in his 
examination of this social disease as 
an intelligent physician in his diagnosis 
of bodily ills, Every resource of the 
family should be considered nnd turned 
nto account — a task requiring abund- 
ant ingenuity on the part of one who 
would help. Then, it relief is neces- 
sary, to lie wise and really kind, it 
should be bestowed in accordance with 
the following principles:

ally and privately in the home, and the 
lead of the family should be conferred 
with on all questions of relief.

Writing in the British and Colonial 


Printer and Stationer, "G. A. F." highly 
lauds the work of Mrs. Crawford, Paris 
correspondent of the ' great London 
Daily. News. She is easily among the 
foremost of the women journalists of 
today. Upon her husband's death she 
succeeded him and has ever since rep- 
resented the Daily News and also con- 
tributed largely to other publications. 
In this she has shown consummate 
ability, tact and brilliancy—an -invet- 
erate and omnivorous worker— her pen 
lias never ceased in its valuable offices*. 


Having a strong and purposeful per- 


sonality, the .writer says, it is not sur- 
prising that on many, subjects Mrs. 
Crawford has "views," and, indeed, no 
one is more capable of forming, hold- 
Ing or expressing opinions calculated 
to carry weight.' Her views oh jour- 
nalism, especially as an occupation for 
women) are worth knowing. 


Some time-since Mrs. Crawford con- 


tributed a paper to the • Contemporary 
Review on "Journalism as a Profes- 
sion1 f Or Women." 
Of the qualifica- 


tions required by women for the ardu- 
ous calling,-she says: 


"The first 'requirement is "health and 


a rich reserve* of strength. I do not 
mean the strength of the railway por- 
ter, but the vitality which enables one 
to recoup rapidly after an exhausting 
bout of work. Women of good consti- 
tutions are more elastic in recovering 
than men. But elasticity is not enough. 
There must be 'staying power. It won't 
do to suffer from headaches, or to feel 
easily exhausted." Given health, then 
says Mrs. Crawford: "Learn: typewrit- 
ing. There'is no better friend to the 
journalist "iahd the eye-work printer 
than the fi^fyriter,' which is invalu- 
able to thoge/aYJjfi; have few :opportuni- 
tles to cornMtrtthoicrisroofsi.- -More type- 
writers and1 ^ewer "pianos!" 


Regarding success, she pertinently 


says: . .

'!The great school, for -the.-journalist, 


man or -woman, is -life, and tno great 
secret of success, pegging away. '.Noth- 
ing 'that it concerns the world to know 
of should, be rejected as common or un- 
clean. ..The philosophy of .what that 
voice said in. the vision of Simon. Peter 
has been overlooked. As there should 
be no weed for the botanist, no dirt for 
the chemist, so there should be nothing 
common or unclean for the journalist." 
And then Mrs. Crawford adds: "The 
woman journalist should not seek, any 
more than ,the man, to be on the crest 
pf high waves, but to be ready for 
them, and when caught up on them, 
to trust'to their landing her oh high 
ground.

adapted for these high crests.as the 
other. 
Every virtue that becomes a 


man, becomes a woman yet more." v 
At a time when opinions of another 


sort are sometimes expressed, the op: 
timistic' views of one of the most dis- 
tinguished of women journalists are 
worth rescuing from oblivion. This is 
what Mrs. Crawford says of mind and 
courage—and adaptability:
